•T h e m e to avert a atrike, which is w h y the 
railroads were seized In August, 1950. depend­ 
ed on the workers* respect for governmental 
authority. Nearly two years of bickering, with 
nothing settled, has undermined enough of that 
respect to make a strike against th# govern­ 
ment possible. 
The American people will be lucky if the 
New York Central strike does not spead to oth­ 
er railroads. The railroad unions finally are go­ 
ing to find the answer to a question which has 
been asked m any times since the federal gov­ 
ernm ent began to intercede in labor disputes: 
What happens when the union executives chal­ 
lenge the politicians? Who then is going to 
“ seize m d operate” private properties’ 


When the world's finest soprano, 
Kirsten Flagstad, returned to the 
United States to sing at the Metro­ 
politan Opera House and at Car­ 
negie Hall and in other concert 
halls after the war. she was for 
a period blacklisted. The prem ­ 
ises were picketed and an agita­ 
tion was conducted to prevent her 
from singing. The accusation was 
that her husband had been a Nazi, 


I and that she had stood by her 
husband. 
It was then regarded as proper 
to blacklist this artist, although at 
that very time there was resent­ 
ment on the left that Paul Robeson 
should have encountered sales re­ 
sistance to his concerts. 
During the last two years, with 
increasing fervor, many persons 
have objected to Communists or 
their partisans appearing on ra ­ 
dio and television. Undoubtedly, a 
report called “Counterattack” and 
a book, “ Red Channels*’, both pub­ 
lished by the same group, have 
played an important part in the 
development of public opinion on 
this subject. 


A LETTER has been sent to ra ­ 
dio and TV employers, advertisers, 
agencies, netw orked, and so on, 
signed by Ira Marion, vice presi­ 
dent. Eastern Region, the Radio 
W riters G u i l d of the authors 
League of America. Inc. The op­ 
ening paragraph reads: 
“The m embership of the Radio 
W riters 
Guild 
of 
the 
Authors 
League of America. Inc., is much 
disturbed over report* from radio 
and television writers and their j 
fellow workers of dismissals from 
employment for reasons other than 
those relating to talent and job 
competency.” 
It seems to me that talent and 
job competency are not the only 
factors in such employment. An­ 
other and equally important fac­ 
tor is the unwillingness of the pub­ 
lic to listen to the actor, or to 
accept a director or writer. Char­ 
acter and public acceptability are 
of equal importance. Therefore, if 
a large enough section of the public 
rejects a radio or television show 
because of its personnel, there is 
nothing the employer can do but 
to reject the talent. 
Marion further says: 
In our opinion, and in the opinion 
of an increasingly large section of 
the general public, these dism is­ 
sals and th# subsequent lack of 


employment for hitherto consistent­ 
ly employed persona constitute a 
definite form of blacklist.*' 


THE WORD, blacklist, is like a 
kit of other technical words about 
which lawyers argue, a bad word. 
There is no law against the recital 
of facts, particularly facts which 
a man m a k e s himself. For in­ 
stance. if Mr. X joined the Holly­ 
wood W riters Mobilization and I 
decide for myself that I will not 
see a television show that has on 
it anyone who joined that organi­ 
zation. it may be too bad for Mr. 
X if others reach a sim ilar con­ 
clusion. 
No blacklisting is involved here. 
because Mr. X by his own choice 
and decision joined the Hollywood 
W riters Mobilization. No one told 
him to do it. No one forced him 
to do it. He did it because he 
wanted to do it. Therefore if the 
word blacklist is to be used, it is 
that Mr. X blacklisted himself. In 
the eyes of most Americans, every 
Communist blacklist* himself, He 
just does not belong among decent 
people. 
And there is no reason why I 
should spend my money to help 
support any person who has ever 
contributed his money to a Com­ 
munist cause, unless he establish­ 
es the bona fides of his conversion. 
This has nothing to do with a 
blacklist; it has to do with the j 
right of a man to decide how he is j 
going to spend his own money. A 
sponsor might choose to believe I 
that more Americans want to see 
a Communist on television than ob- | 
ject to it. Should, however, his | 
product encounter sales resistance, j 
there is no advantage in crying 
j 
that he was blacklisted. 


MARIONS SATS the charges are 
unsubstantiated against some of 
these individuals. I do not know 
what he means by unsubstantiated, j 
For instance, if an American ap­ 
pears before the House committee 
of un-American activities and is 
asked questions, to which no one 
objected when they were asked of 
Nazis or their agents, a* to affili- ! 
ations and activities and associa­ 
tions. and he refuses to answer on 
the groud that it will incriminate 
him, my private judgment is that 
I do not want to contribute to his 
support or buy his product. And 
I expect that is still my right as 
a free man.

U.S. Press Battles An Iron Curtain At Home 


You Don t Have To Go To Dictator Nation To Find Censorship In Fore# 


By JAMES DEVLIN 
NEW YORK (JR—’You don’t have 
to go to a dictator nation to find 
public officials shrouding their ac­ 
tivities behind an iron curtain of 
censorship. 
You can find the same thing 
here—perhaps in your home town. 
It is a censorship by closed 
meetings, buried records and “ no 
comm ents”—rather than the di­ 
rect “don’t print th at” of the total­ 
itarian countries. 
But the effect is the same in 
providing 
a 
secrecy 
cloak 
for 
areas of government on the fed­ 
eral, state and local levels. 
Newspapers across the country 
are fighting — often successfully 
—to remove these blackouts so 
the people can know what their 
officials are doing. 
Officials of one town knew for 
15 years that the federal public 
health service had condemned its 
drinking water. 
The 
newspapers 
didn’t 
know. 
Neither did the people. 
A county employe handling pub­ 
lic money stole m arriage license 
fees. County officials went into se­ 
cret session, decided he wouldn't 
do it again and kept him on the 
job. The m atter was kept quiet. 
Taxpayers learned of it six years 
later when the thefts mounted to 
$18,000 and they were called upon 
to make up the loss. 
These examples show that offi­ 
cial secrecy is not a remote m at­ 
ter involving 
only 
high 
govern­ 
mental circles, but something that 
can affect your health, your mon­ 
ey and your protection. 
High diplomats may meet in pri­ 
vate. but so do many a state 
agency, local school board and 
town council. 
The newspaper fight to smoke 
out tendencies toward censorship 
—except on m atters involving the 
nation’s security — is commonly 
known as a battle for “ freedom 
of the press.” It is far more. 
It is a fight for freedom of in­ 
formation 
for 
every 
individual 
American.

From coast to coast, news­ 
papers are fighting roadblocks 
to freedom of information on 
federal, state and local levels.

on Freedom of Information, put 
it this way: 
“When news is suppressed, all 
the newspapers lose is a story. 
But the people lose touch with and 
control of their governm ent.” 
The right to know is denied 
m ort often than you might real­ 
ize.

The Associated Press conducted 
a nation-wide 
s u r v e y of official 
suppression of news and what is 
being done about it. 
It found instances of conceal­ 
ment, and determined newspaper 
fights against it, from coast to 
coast and from the Canadian bor­ 
der to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Some of the newspaper expos­ 
ures. Uke the St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch revelation of public officials 
taking fees from private firms, 
attract wid# attention. 
Many of the news b la c k it* — 
and fights against them —are local. 
But added together they form a 
broad picture. 
The survey showed: 
1. There is some degree of news 
suppression at every government­ 
al level, from Washington to the 
towns. 
2. The suppression almost al­ 
ways can be beaten when there 
is a determined challenge by spir­ 
ited newspapers, especially when 
they are backed by the people. 
The pattern is reflected in Wis­ 
consin, where the Milwaukee Jour- 
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nal conducted a detailed study of 
official efforts to smother news. 
Edwin R. Bayley. the Journal’s 
state political reporter, toured ev­ 
ery city of more than 15,000 pop­ 
ulation and found that in most

doors,” hidden 
from press and 
public. 
A water incident shows how a 
vigilant press can break through 
the secrecy veil. 
A reporter for th# Lacrosse. WI*. 
Tribune 
learned 
that 
railroad 
trains did not take on water at 
Lacrosse. 
He 
found the United 
States Public Health Service had 
reported it had a high bacterial 
count. 
The Tribune, reviewing the inci­ 
dent, said: 
“The reporter also found that 
the first report on the poor condi­ 
tion of the water had been filed 
15 years before and repeated every 
year since. The form er city en­ 
gineer and some members of th# 
city council had known about it, 
but never made it public. 
“The 
ensuing 
clamor 
led 
to 
chlorination of the city’s w ater.” 
Instances of suppression can be 
found in the North and South, E ast 
and West. 
In North Carolina, editors found 
in some local courts judgments 
were changed after regular court 
hours, 
warrants 
wer# 
withheld 
from public#scrutiny and promi­ 
nent citizens were allowed to en­ 
ter pleas without public appear­ 
ances. 
In 
California. 
Jack 
Craemer, 
managing editor of The Indepen­ 
dent at San Rafael and chairman 
of an editors’ freedom of informa­ 
tion committee, said “ attem pts at 
censorship and other restraints on 
free dissemination of public in­ 
formation 
are 
constantly 
recur­ 
ring.” 
The Providence, R. I., Journal 
and The Evening Bulletin fought 
a successful court battle, earned 
to 
the 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court, to open up to public inspec­ 
tion the tax abatem ent records of 
the City of Pawtucket. 
Local school boards have a par­ 
ticular penchant for meeting in 
private. 
This situation was recognized by 
the American Association of School 
Administrators,

EAST PALESTINE — The State 
Highway Department at Columbus 
said Tuesday the road-building firm 
of Kelley Sc Meyer of Youngstown 
submitted the low bid of $358,883 
for rebuilding portions of 
three 
nearby highwaya broken up by 
Pennsylvania Turnpike traffic. 
The department s estimate of the 
cost was $360,100. 
Plans call for resurfacing seven- 
tenths of a mile of Route 341 and 
2.7 miles of Route 170, both in Uni­ 
ty Township in Columbiana County, 
and 1.5 miles of Route 90 in Spring­ 
field Township and New Middle­ 
town in Mahoning County.
